SUBJECT: FAA CEILINGS- ECONOMIC AND PL 480 
REP: (A) STATE 005531 

1 . WE VERY MUCH APPRECIATE YOUR EFFORTS TO OBTAIN RELIEF FROM 
THE ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE CEILING SET BY CONGRESS. WE ARE ALSO 

IN AGREEMENT THAT A BALANCED APPROACH BETWEEN RICE AND OTHER 
ELEMENTS OF THE ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE PACKAGE MUST BE MAINTAINED 
UNTIL THE CEILING IS RAISED BY THE CONGRESS. THE LEVEL OF 
RICE YOU PROPOSE FOR FY 75, HOWEVER, WILL NOT BE ADEQUATE TO 
MEET REQUIREMENTS. WE WILL REQUIRE A TOTAL OP 365,000 MT OP RICE 
DURING FY 75 RATHER THAN 3 14,000 TONS. THIS WILL MEAN 
RAISING THE CEILING BY DOLS 93.2 MILLION RATHER THAN THE DOES 
73 MILLION THAT YOU PROPOSE. THE OTHER CHANGE WE SUGGEST IS 
TO MORE CLEARLY EARMARK DOLS 20 MILLION POR HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE RATHER THAN ALLOCATE DOLS 10 MILLION DIRECTLY FOR 
REFUGEES AND ATTRIBUTE THE BALANCE IN LOCAL CURRENCY PROM UNDER 
THE COMMODITY IMPORT PROGRAM. 

2. WITH RESPECT TO RICE LEVELS, IN OUR VIEW ENOUGH RICE WILL 
HAVE TO BE PROVIDED DURING FY 75 IN ORDER TO MEET CONSUMPTION 
TO THE END OF DECEMBER 1975 WITH A ONE MONTH'S SECURITY STOCK 
ON HAND AT THAT TIME. THE 314,000 MT OF RICE WOULD, AS IS 
STATED IN YOUR MESSAGE, ONLY MEET CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS 
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UNTIL THE BEGINNING OF NOVEMBER WITH A ONE MONTH RESERVE STOCK. 
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IN OTHER WORDS WE WOULD BE COMPLETELY OUT OF RICE BY THE END OF 
NOVEMBER. WE WISH TO STRESS SEVERAL POINTS: 

(A) OUR EXPERIENCE OVER THE PAST THREE YEARS HAS BEEN THAT 
RICE SHIPMENTS EROM THE U.S. DO NOT REACH SAIGON UNTIL DECEMBER. 
SEVERAL WEEKS ARE THEN REQUIRED FOR IT TO BE MOVED FROM SAIGON 
TO PHNOM PENH. SUPPLIES FROM THE PREVIOUS EISCAL YEAR ARE 
THEREEORE REQUIRED TO MEET DECEMBER REQUIREMENTS. FURTHER WE 
NEED AT LEAST A ONE MONTH STOCK TO HEDGE AGAINST INTERDICTION 
OE THE MEKONG. THIS IS PARTICULARLY PROMINENT IN OUR MINDS 
NOW AS WE EACE A VERY SERIOUS POTENTIAL THREAT TO THE MEKONG 
LIEELINE. 

(B) IN THE PAST WE HAVE BEEN LOANED RICE EROM VIETNAM TO MEET 
OUR RICE NEEDS DURING NOVEMBER AND DECEMBER. IF OUR INFORMATION 
IS CORRECT, IT WILL NOT RPT NOT BE POSSIBLE TO BORROW RICE FROM 
THE GVN NEXT YEAR. EIRST WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE GVN WILL NOT 
RECEIVE MUCH PL 480 RICE THIS YEAR AND WHAT IS RECEIVED WILL 

MOST LIKELY BE CONSUMED BY LATE EALL. SECONDLY WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
DOMESTIC DELIVERIES FROM THE DELTA WILL BE LOWER THAN EARLIER 
PROJECTED. IT IS LIKELY THEREFORE THAT GVN STOCKS OE RICE 
WILL BE TOO LOW TO PERMIT ANY LOAN OE RICE TO THE GKR LATE 
NEXT YEAR. 

(C) OUR PROJECTIONS ARE BASED UPON A CONSUMPTION LEVEL OE ONLY 
25,000 MT PER MONTH. THERE IS A STRONG POSSIBILITY THAT RICE 
CONSUMPTION WILL GROW AS DOMESTIC RICE AVAILABILITY PROMISES TO 
BE CONSIDERABLY LOWER THAN LAST YEAR AND THE INELUX OE REEUGEES 
HAS INCREASED DURING THIS DRY SEASON. 

3. IN ORDER TO KEEP THE RECORD CLEAR WITH REGARD TO THE REAL 
LEVELS OE HAMANTARIAN AID, WE PROPOSE THAT THE SYSTEM WHEREBY 
WE PROVIDE LOCAL CURRENCY EOR THE RELIEF PROGRAM FOR WAR DIS- 
PLACED PERONS BY CHANGED. IN THE PAST WE HAVE PROVIDED LOCAL 
CURRENCY EROM COUNTERPART GENERATIONS, THE DOLLARS BEING USED 
AS PART OF THE CIP. WE HAVE NOTED INCREASINGLY THAT THIS CREATES 
BOTH CONTUSION AND SKEPTICISM AMONG PROFESSIONAL MEMBERS OE 
CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES AS WELL AS THE CONGRESS ITSELE. WE 
CONCLUDE THAT DOLLARS SHOULD BE USED DIRECTLY TO BUY LOCAL 
CURRENCY NEEDED EOR HUMANTARIAN ASSISTANCE. THE DOLLARS USED 
TO PURCHASE THE LOCAL CURRENCY WILL BE PLACED IN A SPECIAL 
ACCOUNT IN THE NATIONAL BANK SUBJECT TO JOINT USG-GKR CONTROL. 

THE DOLLARS USED FOR HAMANTARIAN ASSISTANCE WILL BE USED TO 
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BUY EQUIPMENT FOR THE REFUGEES AS WELL AS CRITICALLY NEEDED 
IMPORTED COMMODITIES. THESE DOLLARS WILL REPLACE DOLLARS NOW 
USED UNDER THE CIP. THE NET ECONOMIC EPPORT WILL BE THE SAME, 
HOWEVER, WE WILL ACHIEVE A MORE STRAIGHTFORWARD CLEAR RELATION- 
SHIPS BETWEEN OUR APPROPRIATION REQUEST AND OUR PROGRAM EOR 
REFUGEE RELIEF. WE ALSO WILL BE BETTER ABLE TO CONTROL THE 
PLOW OP LOCAL CURRENCY SO THAT WE HAVE IT WHEN WE NEED IT, 

WHICH HAS BEEN A PROBLEM IN THE RECENT PAST. THE PROCEDURE 
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FOR THE USE OE THE DOLLARS WOULD BE A SPECIAL LETTER OF CREDIT, 

TIED TO U.S. PROCUREMENT AND WOULD GIVE US AN ADDI- 
TIONAL ELEMENT OF PROGRAM FLEXIBILITY IN WHAT HAS BECOME A 
RAPIDLY CHANGING SITUATION. 

4. THE FOREGOING CONSTITUTES THE MORE SUBSTANTIVE PART OF THIS 
MESSAGE. 

THERE EOLLOWS TECHNICAL INFORMATION AND DATA, PRIMARILY FOR AID. 

IN ORDER TO PROVIDE FOR 365,000 MT OF 

RICE AS WELL AS EARMARK MORE CLEARLY HUMANTARIAN ASSISTANCE FUNDS WE 
SUGGEST THE FOLLOWING FY 75 LEVELS:

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5. IN SUMMARY WE PROPOSE THE FOLLOWING ACTIONS: 

(A) RAISE PROPOSED CEILING BY DOLS 93.2 MILLION TO TOTAL DOLS 
270.2 MILLION IN ORDER TO PROVIDE POR 365,000 MT OF RICE. 

(B) DO NOT CHANGE ACTIONS PROPOSED PARA 6 REPTEL; HOWEVER, WHEN 
CEILING RAISED, WE PROPOSED THAT DOLS lO.O MILLION BE ADDED TO 
HUAMANTARIAN ASSISTANCE, DOLS 2.2 MILLION BE ADDED TO THE CIP, 

DOLS 3 MILLION FOR THE ESP, AND DOLS .3 MILLION BE ADDED TO 
MOB/TS. THIS WILL BRING OUR VARIOUS IPR PROGRAM ELEMENTS IN 
LINE WITH THE LEVELS PROPOSED IN PARAGRAPH 4 ABOVE. 

(C) IN THE MEANWHILE WE WILL REQUIRE APPROVAL OF THE CONCEPT 
OUTLINED IN PARAGRAPH 3 ABOVE CONCERNING THE HUMANTARIAN 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM.
